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in the hands of said town treasurer, shall be required 
to pay his tax as carried out upon [the] assessment 
roll as re-equalized for the same year ; and in all cases 
where persons have paid their taxes for the year 1861, 
as carried out upon the assessment roll now in the 
hands of the town treasurer, if the amount paid exceed 
the sum carried out upon the said re-equalized assess-
ment roll, said town treasurer is authorized to refund 
to such person the excess. 

SECTION 6. This act shall be published immediately, 
and shall take effect from and after its passage and 
publication.

CHAPTER 73. 

[Published March 10, 1862.] 

AN ACT to extend the time for the collecting of taxes in the town 
of Eagle, in the county of Waukesha. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as foll.ms 

SECTION 1. The time for collecting the taxes in 
the town of Eagle, in the county of Waukesha, is here-
by extended until the first Monday of April next ; and 
the treasurer of said town shall have the same right to 
levy on property and sell the same within said time so 
extended, as is now allowed by law for such purposes : 
provided, that nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed to extend the time for the payment of the 
state or county taxes, but they shall be paid as is now 
provided by law. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
